GOVERNMENT SAYS ILLEGAL ENTRY TO BE CHECKED 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 12 Jun 80 p 1 


[Text] Bangladesh has tightened its border security to check any possi- 
ble "push" of unauthorised foreign citizens from across the border in the 
wake of recent disturbances in Assam and Tripure. 


This was disclosed by a spokeeman of the Foreign Ministry in reply to a 
question at a regular briefing on Wednesday. 


The spokesman said that the border security had been asked to keep an 
“extra vigil” along the border so that no illegal person could cross 
into Bangladesh territory following the disturbances in the eastern 
states of India. He said that the disturbances in Assam and Tripura 
were an internal affair of India, Bangladesh had been keeping ‘watchful 
eyes’ on the developments there, he added. 


Clarifying Bangladesh's position on this issue, the Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said that at present no Bangladeshi was living in Assam an 
Tripura. Bangladesh citizens who crossed the border after March 26, 1971 
during the war of liberation had all returned to their home, he added. 


Replying to another question, the spokesman said that the Indian Govern- 
ment had expressed “sincere regret" over the attack by certain Indians 

on the Bangladesh Biman office in Calcutta recently. The In tan Govern- 
ment, he added, had tightened the security measures in the Biman office 
there. He said that the Indian Government had agreed to give compensation 
to the losses in the Biman office. He, however, added that the extent of 
loss in the Biman office was yet to be ascertained. 


Asked about the identity of the attackers of the Biman's Calcutta office 
and of the people who ' staged a demonstration before the office of the 
Bangladesh Deputy High Commissioner in Calcutta, the spokesman said, they 
were Indians. He said that the Indian Government was trying to find out 
the identity of the Indian demonstrators who ransacked the Biman office.

“national guards,” as it is called, came into being in September last 
year. tte firet and last public appearance was at Gauhati sometime in 
November when about 100 “guarde” took part in a “march past.” Their 
number hase eince gone up to 500, it is reported. 


The “national guards” are controlled by an “advisory board” of which the 
president of the Parishad is the ex-office president. The organisational 
structure ie Like thie: under the president is a chief commandant. Under 
the chie® commandant, there are three assistant chief commandants in 
charee of three sectore--eaet, central and west. Under them are 20 dis- 
trict commandants. 


The avowed objective of the “national guards” is to end exploitation of 
Aseam and ite people. The aim is to impart discipline to its members and 
prepare them for sacrificing their lives for the Assamese “nation.” Very 
little te known about the exact nature of the training given, but they 
are suspected to be in possession of arms. 


The flag, three by two feet in sige, consists of a cross within a black 
circle in the middle of a white background. The circle symbolizes Assam's 
encire.ement by inamical forces and the cross signifies the determination 
of the Assamese people to defeat these forces and break out of their 
encirclement. 


The uniform consiste of a white sports vest, white shirts and white 
canvas ehoes. There is an emblem embossed on the left shirt front and 
an insignia on the shoulder.

Begum Abida Ahmed presided over the convention which presented the minor- 
ities’ viewpoint on the present Aseam agitation. Speakers felt that it 

was the special responsibility of the government of India to protect the 
minorities in Aesam, including the Bengali-speaking population, the Muslims, 
the Nepalis, the Biharie and the tribals, who, they said, were living in 


terror, 


in their opinion the current agitation against “foreigners” in the state 
was directed in effect against the “outsiders” and not “foreigners.” 


They aleo contested the claim of the agitation leaders of Assam that there 
were four million to five million foreigners in the state. Some of them 
argued that {f the purpose of the agitation was to preserve the cultural 
entity and Language of the Assamese people, the agitation would succeed in 
achieving exactly the opposite of it. If four million people who had 

lived for generations in Assam were driven out as they wanted they would 
eventually be replaced by others, who would really swam the Assamese there.

[Text] Madras, June 12. The Indian Air Force, is starting a phased 
plan for modernisation of its aircraft, weapons system and other equip- 
ment Air Marshal, C. V. Gole, Air Officer Commanding-inChief,IAF, Main- 
tenance Command, said here today. 


The Air Marshal, who arrived in the city last evening on a visit to one 
of the oldest depots under his command, said in an interview that the 
Central Government was aware of the need to secure the latest 

equipment both in terms of technology and in performance. This programme 
would mean slowly phasing out old aircraft including the piston engine 
ones. 


In introducing new systems, the IAF would take utmost care to induct 

only those systems which were most necessary. For example, the AOC-in-C 
sald, the navigation system for high-performance aircraft would reduce 
the constant need to carry out continuous mental navigation, thus reliev- 
ing the pilot to concentrate on other activities. 


Another new system to be inducted would be a better weapons aim system 
which would ensure more accurate results. 


Air Marshal Gole emphasised that these meant changes in the concept and 
planning of maintenance activities as well as the new facilities. Past 
expertence had shown that Air Force personnel sent abroad for training 
had come out with flying colours in handling new equipment. 


Pointing out that the IAF had reached a stage when it could claim to be 

self sufficient in technical training requirements, the 52-year old test 
pilot said that this was proved by the LAF providing training facilities 
to Air Force personnel from a number of foreign countries. He said the 

IAF--fifth largest Air Force in the world, had achieved self-sufficiency 
in terms of the country's requirements of manpower. 


The LAF had decided to reduce the variety of both aircraft and allied 
equipment towards achieving standardisation. The older types would

CHANCE IN TRON ORE EXPORT PATTERN NOTED 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in Paglieh 14 Jun 60 p 3 


|\Text) Mr Prabhakar Kamath, Chairman of the Marmagao Port Trust, told 
reporters in Caleutta on Thursday that the pattern of iron ore export 
from india head undergone a change recently. Mr Kamath was speaking on 
the occasion of the handing over of a tug, built by the Hooghly Docking 
and tngineering Company in Howrah, to Marmagao Port. 


Mr Kemath said that earlier, more than 902 of the iron ore used to be 
imported by Japan. But, recently, the iron ore imports by Japan had gone 
down to 750, but that by a few European countries had increased. Notable 
among the new customers of Indian iron ore was the Soviet Union. For the 
past two years, Japan purchased only the “fine” quality iron ore from 
India, while Russia was taking “lumpy” ore. Russia was making fresh 
contracts with some iron ore exporters, but till now the estimated demand 
for iron ore from the Soviet Union for the current year was about 400,000 
tonnes. Most of these supplies were sent through Marmagao port. The 
port handled over 50% of the total export of iron ore from the country. 


ihe chairman said that the port had taken up aprogramme for expansion to 
include general cargo among the list of items handled by it. During 1979- 
£0, the port handled about 14,76 million tonnes of cargo, of which 13 
million tonnes were iron ore. During the next financial year, the port 
was expected to handle over 15.25 million tonnes of cargo. 


Mr Kamath said that the existing aarrow gauge railway line connecting the 
port with the hinterland and power crisis were among the major problems 
which beset the port. There were plans to introduce broad guage railway 
lines and a project report on it was nearly complete. Though the port 

had a capacity to prepare 2.8 million tonnes of iron pellets for export, 

it could produce only .8 million tonnes last year mainly because of power 
shortage. There was labour unrest at the port last year when ore handling 
tu ilittee there were eechanized and as a result 2,400 workers were declared 
surplus.

Chapter I. Membership 


Article 1. Any Malayan worker, peasant, liberation armyman or any other 
revolutionary who has reached the age of 18 may become a member of the 
CPM only if he accep.s the party constitution, joins a party organization 
and works actively in it, carries out the party's decisions, observes 
party discipline and pays membership dues. 


Article 2. Applicants for party membership must go through the following 
procedures for individual admission: 


1) Any worker, farm laborer, poor peasant or liberation armyman applying 
for party membership must be recommended by two full party members. The 
application is subject to examination and acceptance by the general 
membership meeting of the party branch or the party branch committee and 
ipproval by the next higher party committee. The applicant must undergo 
a l-year probationary period. 


2) Any middle peasant, urban poor person, student, intellectual, low- 
paid employee, hawker or small businessman applying for party membership 
must be recommended by two full party members. The application is sub- 
ject to examination and acceptance by the general membership meeting of 
the party branch or the party branch committee and approval by the next 
higher party committee. The applicant must undergo a probationary period 
of 1 and one-half years.

Article 6, All party members have the same obligations and enjoy the 
same rights. 


Article 7, Probationary party members have the same duties and rights as 
full members except the right to elect and be elected and to vote, 


Article 8. When the probationary period of a probationary member has 
expired, his acceptance to full membership must be decided by the general 
membership meeting of the party branch or the party branch committee and 
approved by the next higher committee. 


The general membership meeting of the party branch or the party branch 
committee may decide to extend the probationary period of a probationary 
member, but the extension must not exceed the original probationary 
period. 


When a probationary member has completed his probationary period or 
extended probationary period but is considered unfit to be accepted to 
full party membership, his status as a probationary member is to be 
annulled subject to a decision by the general membership meeting of the 
party branch or the party branch committee and approval by the next 
higher party committee. 


Article 9. The party standing of a party member begins from the day he

investigation. His party standing includes the period when he lost con- 
tact with che party organization. 


Article ll. A party member is free to withdraw from the party, but he 
must submit a request to the party branch. 


A party member who fails to take part in party life, carry out the task 
assigned by the party and pay membership dues over 6 months without 
proper reason, is regarded as terminating his party membership. 
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A party member who does not act properly and remains unchanged despite 
repeated education may be persuaded to withdraw from the party. 


when 4 party member aska to withdraw from the party or terminates his 

memberefip, the party branch concerned should, with the approval of its 
general wembership meeting or ite branch committee, annul his party 
mmbership and report the matter to the next higher party committee for 
che record, Under speclal clrceumstances, leading bodies of the parties 
\t various levele may directly handle cases of party members withdrawing 
rom the party or terminating party membership. 


vrticle 12, Application for party membership by a person who has with- 
irawn from the party or terminated his party membership will be consid- 
| as a fresh application. 


ipter Ll. Organizational Principle of the Party 


\rticle 13. The organizational principle of the party is democratic 

.traliem. The whole party must observe unified discipline. The indi- 
idual ts subordinate to the organization; the minority is subordinate 
to the majority; the lower level is subordinate to the higher level; and 
the whole party is subord!nate to the Central Committee. 


irty members must unconditionally carry out the decisions and directives 
‘f{ the party organization. Such decisions and directives should be car- 
riled out according to concrete conditions. If a party member holds

On questions of a local character, local party organizations have the 
right to make dectatons provided they do not run counter to the decisions 
of higher organizations or the Central Committee, 


A comprehensive and extensive review and debate of questions of a nation- 
wide character or important questions of a local character may be con- 
ducted only under the following conditions: If there is time and no 
eritical objective situation, if there is a decision by the Central Com- 
mittee or by the local leading body concerned, or if there is a proposal 
by the majority of lower organizations or by a higher organization. 


Party members, party cadres and party newspapers and magazines should 
propagandize party policies and views but not their own views on impor- 


tant Lssues that run counter to the party views both inside and outside 
the party. 


Article 16. Party organizations at all levels may convene all kinds of 
cadre meetings and working meetings to relay and discuss important deci- 
sions of higher organizations or sum up their experience and improve 
their work. Such cadre meetings and working meetings are not organs 
vested with power. The decisions of such meetings are valid only after 
approval by leading bodies at the same level. Lower organizations of 
different units may not hold joint meetings without the proposal or 
approval of a higher organization. 


Article 17. It is necessary to consolidate the unity of the whole party 
on the basis of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought, enhance the prole- 
tarlan party spirit, strengthen the party collective leadership, safe- 
guard the party's unity of determination, spirit and action, oppose 
factionalism, independent action and privileges and combat ultra- 
democracy and anarchism. 


Article 18. In the party it is not allowed to carry out clique and 
group activities as well as other activities in disregard of the party 
organization principle, nor is it allowed to undermine the political 
ind organizational unity of the pa.ty. 


Chapter LIL. Central Organization of the Party 


Article 19. The highest leading body of the party is the party congress 
and when it is not in session, the party Central Committee. 


The function and powers of the party congress are: To hear, examine and 
approve reports of the Central Committee and other central organs; to 
decide on the party's program, line, guidance and policy; to amend the 
party constitution and to elect the Central Committee. 
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the party congress te convened by the Central Committee, 


Article 20, If conditions do not exist for convening a congress, an 
enlarged plenary session of the Central Committve may be convened. The 
enlarged plenary seasion of the Central Committee ie convened by the 
Central Committee or Lita Political Bureau. The enlarged plenary session 
vl the Central Committee exercises the function ond powers of the

Chapter IV. Party Organizations in Localities and in Army Units 

rtiele 22, Party congresses at various levels in the localities and in 
the army units are convened by higher party organizations or on the deci- 
sion ot the leading bodies at their respective levels subj: to approval 


by higher party organizations. 


Article 23. Party organizations in the localities and in the army units 
it all levels may convene an enlarged session of the leading bodies at 
ili levels if conditions do not exist for convening party congresses. 
such enlarged sessions are convened by higher party organizations or on 
the decision of the leading bodies of the party at their respective 
levels subject to approval by higher party organizations. 


inlarged sessions of the leading bodies at all levels exercise the func- 
tion and powers of the party congresses at their respective levels. 


Article 24, Leading bodies at the district or area level and upwards, 
is well as at the company level in the National Liberation Army and 








upwards are elected by the units concerned or are appointed by higher 
party organizations. 


Article 25, Leading party bodies in the locality and in the army unite 
at all levels have secretaries and deputy secretaries to manage the day~- 
to-day work and may set up departments according to the needs of the 
revolutionary struggle. 


Chapter V. Primary Organizations of the Party 
Article 26. The primary organization of the party is the party branch, 


In every factory, mine, enterprise, plantation, village, school, town or 
platoon and armed work squad of the National Liberation Army where there 
are three or more full party members, a party branch should be set up. 
If necessary, special party branches may be set up in places other than 
the production sectors and work units mentioned above where there are 
three or more full party members. 


The setting up of party branches is subject to approval by higher party 
organizations. 


Article 27. A secretary or branch committee is to be elected by the party 
branch for a l to 2-year term, according to the organizational conditions 
and work requirements. Under certain circumstances, a secretary or 
branch committee may be appointed by a higher party organization. 


The branch committee is the direct leading body of the party members of 
the branch and not their higher leading body. 


Article 28. Party branches should play the role of a fighting bastion. 
Their main tasks are: 


1) To lead party members, fighters and revolutionary masses in the con- 
sctentious study of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought, educate them 

in our glorious tradition and revolutionary experience, as well as 
conduct class education and education of the party line; 


2) To maintain close ties with the masses, be concerned with their 
well-being, carry out propaganda and organizational work among them, lead 
them in the struggle and mobilize them to support the people's war; 


3) To organize party members, study important party documents conscien- 
tiously, truly uphold the party guidance and policy, implement party 
decisions and directives and fulfill any task assigned by the party; 


4) To conduct ideological education regularly among party members, con- 
duct criticism and self-criticism in the party, earnestly correct short- 
comings and mistakes as well as get rid of ideas and manifestations 
harmful to the party interest; 
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') To reerult new party members, lead party members in implementing 
party deeletons, consolidate and build up party organizations, preserve 


the purity of our party ranke and constantly enhance the party fighting 
Capactty, 


6) To enhance the revolutionary vigilance of party members and the 
iblilty to fight against the enemy, struggle against the vicious counter- 
evolutionary plote of the enemy and lead party members and nonparty 
fighters to put up a good fight in combat. 


Chapter VL, Other Organizations of the Party 


\rticle 29, The National Liberation Army, the Co mwunist Youth League and 
other revolutionary mass organizations must all accept the absolute lead- 
ership of the party. The party exercises its leadership over the National 
Liberation Army through its organization at various Levels in the army. 
the party exercises its leadership over the Communist Youth League and 





other revolutionary mass organizations through its cadres and organiza- 
tions at various levels. 

Article 30. Party groups should be set up in leading bodies of various 
nonparty organizations having three or more party members holding 
reaponsible posts. The task of such a party group is to strive to 
strengthen the influence of the party and realize the policies of the 
party in their respective organizations. 


ecretary is to be installed in a party group to do its work. Members 
the group are to be decided by the corresponding leading body of the 

party. The group must in all matters accept the leadership of the 
rresponding leading body of the party. 


\rticle 31, Underground party organizations should be set up in areas 
der enemy rule. The recruitment of party members and appointment of 
idres in the underground party organizations must be done after more 

areftul investigation and observation. 


Appropriate stipulations will be made by the Central Committee to 
replace those organizational forms and method of work laid down in the 
various articles of the party constitution that are not suitable for 
underground party organizations. 


Chapter VLL. Awards and Disciplinary Measures 


\rticle *2. Awards should be given to party members and party organiza- 
tions who have excelled in their work, studies and struggle against the 
enemy, especially in combat, or who have fulfilled their tasks with 
listinction and made itmportant contributions. 








Article 33, When a party member or party organization violates the party 
constitution and discipline and causes serious harm to the party interest, 
an appropriate disciplinary measure should be taken by the party 
organization concerned acting within the limite of its function and 
powers and according to concrete conditions. 


Disciplinary measures to be taken against an organization as a whole are: 
erit'ciam, reorganization or dissolution of the whole organization. 


Disciplinary measures to be taken against individual party members are: 
warning, serious warning, dismissal from the post, probation within the 
party or expulsion from the party. Dismissal from the post means demo- 
tion, dismissal from some or all posts inside or dismissal from the 
party. 


The period for which a full party member may be placed on probation 
should not exceed 2 years. During this period he has no right to elect 
or be elected or to vote, but his party standing is not affected. 


Article 34, Any disciplinary measure taken against a party member must 
be discussed and decided on by a general membership meeting of the party 
branch or by the party branch committee. Any decision to expel a full 
party member or probationary party member is subject to approval by the 
next higher party committee. 


Inder special circumstances, leading bodies of the party at various 
levels may directly take disciplinary measures against a party member, 
including an expulsion from the party. 


No party cadre at any level may by himself take disciplinary measures 
against any party member. 


Article 35. When a party organization takes a disciplinary measure 
against a party member, it must inform him of the reasons for such 
action. When a party organization is to discuss a disciplinary measure 
against a party member, he should ordinarily be asked to attend the 
meeting. If he disagrees with the decision, he may defend himself, 

ask tor review of the case and has the right to appeal to higher party 
committees up to and including the Central Committee. 


Article 36. A disciplinary measure against a party member should be 
annulled after it has been proved that after a certain period he has 
corrected his mistakes. 


Article 37. The positive aim of the party in granting an award to or 
taking a disciplinary measure against a party member is to educate its 
members and the masses as well as to educate the member concerned. An 
award is granted not to encourage people to seek the limelight, but to 
set an example to follow and to bring the positive factors into play.

of any single month in years. The export value ammounted to 1.68 billion 
U.S. dollars. Although the import business has grown rapidly, resulting 
in the continuous excess of imports, the amount of the excess in each 
single month was increasingly lower. 


The report also pointed out that the rate of industrial production in 
june grows 10.8 percent as compared to that of the same period last year. 
The amount of currency supply grew while savings deposit increased on 

a large scale. 


The council estimated chat the amount of the GNP in the first half of 
thie year reached 676.9 billion New Taiwan dollars, an increase of 7.2 
percent as compared to that of the last year. Meanwhile, the directorate- 
general of Budget, Accounting and Statistics Tuesday estimated that the 
gross national savings of the second quarter of this year amount to

In the 
end, governments have not been able to bear this and have 
sought a way o.t by using force to seize power and dissolve 
parliament and even the political parties have been abolished 
temporarily. Things have gone around and around like this 
without end. 


As for che condition of the present House of People’s 
Representatives, based on the results of the last general 
election, even though it was not an election based on a party 
system, in fact it turned out that those who were elected are 
for the most part members of political parties. Or stated 
cimply, the people are more knowl cdgeable and they are more 
interested in using tneir right to vote in a political party 
system. For this reason, concerning the news that the political 
party that Ceneral Kriangsak will establish has the support of 
many, or more than half, of the members of the House of

And what can be done to involve the military in bu | ding 
democracy? 


r .omehaist The soldiers of today are differet from those 

‘n society 30 to 3 years ago. Soldiers then came mainly from 
families with special positions in society. For example, they 
came from families of the elite and from royal families. Thus, 
preserving the old society was highly valued. The soldiers 
of that time thought in terms of the way things were done 
durine the Second World war. Later on, after our country had 
established better relations with the United : tates and other 
Jestern countries, especially after the Korean War, large 
numbers of Thai soldiers went abroad to study military and 
technical subjects and such modern subjects as economics, 
sociology and political science. It can be said that, at 
present, more than half of the officers of the rank of 
lieutenant to colonel, or of equivalent rank in other branches, 
nave gone to Western countires to observe things or to study. 
Thus, they have become imbued with democratic views and values 
and the old ways of thinking have declined. Also, since the 
Thai army has had to engage in modern warfare in Vietnam, Laos 
and even Thailand itself, the curriculum at the military 
schools, such as at the Chulachomklao Poyal Military Academy, 
the Armed Forces staff College, the military academies of the 
other three branches of service and even more advanced 
schools, has included modern c.onomics, sociology and 
political science. Thus, the views of today's soldiers are 
different from those of older soldiers. Also, our country has 
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experienced a people's war in Vietnam, Laos and Thailand 
iteelf., And it has been mainly in Thailand that soldiers with 
the rank Of ecolenel or lower have had to become involved to a 
certain extent in finding out the facts concerning the 
probleme of the people, the communist problem and other 
probleme, Thus, many military units have been involved in 
developing the rural areas and in building dams and other 
ere leets. These soldiers have discussed things with the 
people so that they understand things. Paychological operat iom 
units have carried out tasks and medical units have gone into 
various areas. Our soldiers daily see that if the country is 
to be united and secure, we must have the support of the 
people. If the people are not on the government's side, we 
will not be able to defeat this people's war. Because of this 
feeling and understanding, during the past 5 to 6 years, the 
soldiers have begun to discuss things seriously. General Prem 
has been the leader in saying that if the government is to 
defeat the communists, a policy of "politics leads the 
military” must be used. And the general concensus of the 
three branches of service is that the only form of politics 
that can solve the country's problems is a democratic form, 
The reason for the delay is that there are differences of 
opinion about what type of democracy to have, how fast 
democracy should be implemented and what the various stages 
should be. Furthermore, we should not overlook the fact that 
most youncer soldiers come from rural peasant families or 
middle class families from throughout the country. Thus, 
these people have values and views that are in line with those 
that pity the poor and these values are in accord with 
democratic ways of thinking. At the same time, they have had 
4 chance to become familiar with the suffering of the people 
in general since they come from all positions in society from 
all regions of the country. Therefore, the trend is for the 
Oldiers not to pose any great obstacles for democracy as in 
the past.

MILITARY=POLICE PAY INEQUALITIES PROTESTED

Text) Dear Mr Ta Phon 


First of all, I want to say that I am sorry for .—— up 
space in rey newspaper DAO SIAM. I also ask the forgiveness 
of the pr minister and commander in chief of the army for 
having to do things this way but I was not sure that a letter 
about this would reach him, 


Lower-ranking soldiers such as myself are unclear about why 
there is such a great difference in the monthly salaries of 
government employees, civilians and police on the one hand 
and soldiers (non-commissioned officers) on the other hand. 

At present, policemen with the rank of police sergeant~-ma jor 
receive a monthly salary of 3,805 baht. As for soldiers, a 
sergeant major receives a montly salary (level 18) of 3,045 
baht. Only four or five special sergeant + -Y out of several 
thousand receive 3,805 baht per month. Why is there still such 
inequality even though we are all government servants who 
h.ve become government servants in response to the call of the 
king and for the good of the country? People such as myself 
are in great doubt about this. I would like to ask the prime 
minister and commander in chief of the army to please consider 
this matter and find a way to help us. As you are well aware 
of, at present, everything is very expensive. Concerning the 
monthly Salary of old sergeants with four or five children, 
these soldiers do not receive any special money but only the 
monthly Salary of 3,045 baht. Please consider whether this is 
enough to meet the new | high] cost of living. The only thing 
they can do is to borrow money and constantly be in debt. 


Thus, please try to find a way to help us concerning this 
matter of our monthly salary. Even if we are not promoted 
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(because the army cannot expand at an adequate race), we ask 
that our monthly salaries be increased so they equal those 
of policemen (non-commissioned officers). This would help. 


Finally, I want to thank the newspaper DAO SIAM for conveying

oncerning this matter of inequality in pay between civilians, 
soldiers and policemen, this is a frequent complaint and, as 
far as I Know, government officials, or the government, have 
tried many times to adjust the pay rates so they are equal. 
However, there are still inequalities and this causes people 
to feel resentful, 


As a matter of fact, I am not very knowledgeable about the 
matter of increasing the pay rates of government servants 
regardless of whether they are policemen, civilians or state 
enterprise workers. As far as I know, the inequality in pay 
rates 4 a result of the fact that the pay rates are not set 
by the Same people. For example, civilian employees in the 
Civil Service Commission are the people who set th. salary 
levels | for civilians]. The police department sets its own 
pay rates and these are different from those of the army and 
air foree, which are set by the Ministry of Defense. Establish- 
ing equal pay rates for all is a difficult matter. 


The real problem is whether or not the salary received is 
enough to live on. If it is not oe help must be provided. 
Concerning your complaint that salaries are not adequate 
because of the high cost of things, I believe that the army 
will inerease the pay rates since soldiers with the rank of 
sergeant cannot find extra money like soldiers with high 

ranks can. 


However, it would be good if commanders who have extra money 
helped those who are poor.

| Text] Since we are presently giving our attention to the 
situation along the Kampuchean border, it seems that our 
interest in what is happening along the border witi. Laos has

But matters concerning this border area are still worth 


When Laos +e! fired on a Thai river patrol boat, which 
was carrying vut its duties in the Mekong River, Thailand 
immediately ordered that the border be closed so that there 
could be no further communications between Thailand and Laos. 


When Thailanddid this, Laos found itself in trouble and if 
Thailand keeps the border closed for a long time, Laos will 
have very great problems, 


Because, Laos must import everything needed for daily life 
from Thailand, including food, clothing, construction materials, 
medicine and oil, wnich is needed the most. 


When Laos finds itself in such trobule, it will have to 
negotiate with Thailand to have Thailand reopen the border. 


This is not the first time that this has happened. It has 
happened repeatedly countless times. 


Whenever Laos fires across the river to the Thai side or fires 
on Thai boats or river patrol boats without any apparent 
reason, Thailand closes the border. Then, after a short 
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period, Laos requests that it be reopened, Thailand acts 
reluctant for a shert period but then reopens the border. 


Lacs is comfortable for a period and when everything is all 
right again, it attacks Thailand again. And, Thailand again 
closes the border. Laos acts nice again and Thailand reopens 
the border once more, 


Yes. This comedy has gone on for a long time, It is like 
‘yildren playing. This should be stopped and both sides should 
start acting like adults. 


Necause Laos must depend on Thailand for its cont inued 
existence, Thailand constantly has to show compassion for 
and humanitarianism toward Laos, 


“Mr Suban Siritret, a Lao official, came to Nong Khai and said 
that "if the border is closed, Laos will not starve; Laos will 
continue to exist." We will have to wait and see if this is 
true or not. 


However, onereason that Thailand must open the border is its 
oreat compassion. 


Another reason that I have heard is that if Thailand does not 
help Laos, Laos will rely more heavily on Vietnam and turn 
away from Thailand even more. 


This reason is no longer valid because Laos has already 
"owitched" and joined the Vietnamese side. An unknown number 
of Vietnamese army divisions are stationed in Laos. 


Concerning the “ood and materials that Laos imports from 
Thailand, Laos gives some of these things to Vietnam and 
Vietnam may even receive a greater share of these goods than 
Laos. 


Also, even if food, oil and other goods from Vietnam can be 
transported by land to Laos more conveniently and faster than 
at present, Vietnam does not have anything to ship to them, 


Because in Vietnam today, everybody knows that there is great 
poverty. 


What business does Vietnam have feeding Laos? 
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If Vietnam is considering gradually annexing Laos, this is 
probably more likely. 


For this reason, reopening the border does not seem reasonable, 
Regardless of whether Thailand opens or closes the border 
between Thailand and Laos, present relations between Laos and 
Vietnam will not change. 


Because Vietnam is preserving this relationship with military 
force and regardless of whether this is good or bad, Laos 
cannot change anything. 


With this being the case, what should Thailand do? 
Should the border be opened or closed? 
Concerning this closing of the border, in the end the border 


will probably have to be reopened. I do not think it can be 
closed for ali time. 


But before we reopen the border, we must consider what we 
should do before we reopen it. 


[Let us] look at the reason why we had to close the border. 


Laos fired on a Thai river patrol boat when it was sailing 
on the Mekong River. 


Thus, before anything is done, we must find out what really 
happened on the Mekong River. 


Before reopening the border, we must receive assurance that 
Laos will not fire on Thai boats in the Mekong River again. 


But I do not think we can get such assurance from the 
agreements made by Laos because Laos does not honor its 
agreements. 


Thus, we must seek assurance from something that is more 
reliable than Laos. 


That something isthe border between Thailandand Laos that 
follows the course of the Mekong River. 


Concerning this border, France forced Thailand to sign an 
agreement. Thailand was forced to do this and this was not 
just. 
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France had all the advantages and Thailand was at a 
disadvantage in all respects. 


Ne were at a disadvantage concerning the river channel. 


je were also at a disadvantage concerning the islands in the 
Nekong River. It should have been stipulated that the islands 
belonged to the country to which they were closest but in 
accord with that oppressive agreement, they were all turned 
over to France and, at present, they belong to Laos, 


\t some places, the Lao border in the Mekong River extends 
right up to the banks on the Thai side of the river. If Thais 
go to bathe in the river or get water there, Laos can arrest 
them for trespassing or shoot them, 


Concerning the course of the border, this agreement is totally 
wrong from a legal standpoint and from the standpoint of 
international custom, 


There are many more injustices that were committed by the 
French imperialists, Laos thinks that it has eliminated French 
imperialism and that it is not following France anymore. But 
why does Laos have to perpetuate these in justices as a means 
of preserving their own interests? 


For this reason, I think that before we reopen the border with 
Laos, we Should negotiate and improve the agreement that we 
made with France and that was taken over by Laos so that things 
are correct and so that things are fair for both sides. 


And when there is justice concerning the border along the 
Mekong River, Thailand will feel sure that Laos will not 
carry out undesirable actions or cause misunderstandings to 
arise again, 


if things are done this way, opening the Thai-Lao border will 
be reasonable.

text! Pinally, the thing that all people of all factions have 
feared would happen has happened! 


this refers to the violent clash along the Thai-Kampuchean 
border between Thai soldiers and Heng Samrin-Vietnamese 
forces. 


"If Vietnamese forces engage in hot pursuit and enter Thailand, 
we are ready to protect our sovereignty and this will show the 
world that Vietnam has carried on operations in Kampuchea and 
is also threatening the sovereignty of Thailand." 


The passage mentioned above shows the way that Thailand's 
border problems have been solved since the fighting began in 
Kampuchea and the Thai military speculates that our 
sovereiqnty may someday be undermined in a similar manner. 


Sinee 7 January 1979, it can be seen that Vietnam has 
announced both directly and indirectly that it will resolutely 
refrain from undermining Thailand's sovereignty. And for 
almost the past 18 months, Vietnam has strictly kept its 
promise even though international news sources have affirmed 
that politicians in Vietnam have divided into two streams over 
the problem of wiping out the Pol Pot and Ka LaoRat Khmer 
ferces along the Thai border, 


The first stream wants to wipe out the threat to Heng Samrin 
immediately even if it means attacking across the border into 


Thailand. This qroup, which is very forceful, wants to solve 
this problem instantiy. 
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The seeond stream, which has taken a middle-left position, 
reuolutely wants to avoid a direct confrontation between the 
Thai military forces and the Heng Samrin-Vietnamese forces, 
eoupen Co Thach, the Vietnamese minister of foreign affairs, 
is in this group. 


The same international news source affirmed that, concerning 
what has happened, the line of i of the second group 
has prevailed; ic has controlled things and not allowed such 
an event to ocew even though it is very difficult for 
bordering countries to keep such an event from happening. 


"It is my torte that we should not think that this is 
something that will spread greatly because it is a border 
affair that could happen between any [two countries. If 
sOldiers face each other along a border, it is likely that one 
day shots will be exchanged or something else will happen.” 
This was the view expressed by Khukrit Pramot after the border 
clash on 23 June 1980, 


Certainly, no Thai will be able to remain calm at a time when 
his fellow countrymen are losing their lives and especially 
when they are losing their lives in order to defend the 
country. But at the same time, we cannot use our emotions as 
policies to stipulate actions that concern the interests of 
the country. 


Concerning this matter, Khukrit has wisely warned that: 


"Tt is difficult to remain calm at a time whem you are upset 
but, at the same time, we have to admit that we should stay 
calm because it is in our interest to do so. All people love 
their own country. They worry about their fellow countrymen 
and do not want them to die. This is a normal feeling. When 
something happens, people die and there are losses, Either 
side can increase the level of violence but the number who die 
and the losses will increase too. I do not think our country 
is ready to enaage in a major war. This is not because our 
soldiers are not prepared but because this is not the desire 
of the people and our government does not want to fight a 

war with anyone. Thus, [those who] talk now must consider the 
possible gains and losses." 


Khukrit Pramot was quoted twice not in order to try to find 
justice but because they are the words of a former prime 
minister and the head of the Social Action Party, a political 
party that is an important element in the present government, 
that review things and that try to find the heart of what took 
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place, Jisreqarding the very inflammatory news reports that 
were “illed with jeers mixed with facts and that changed what 
really happ.ned, the limited clash along theThai-Kampuchean 
border was almost a war of aggression.

The first Line of thought: This line of thought believes that

This group calls ‘or unity and has responded to the show 
of patriotism too but 1. views the problem in terms of the 
rolationship of different events both inside and outside the 
country. It is careful about creating a “national war” 
situation in order to create public opinion and lead Thailand 
into a war by talking about a war to defend ourselves or a 
war to defend the fatherland, which, if such a war came abort, 
would not be good for the country or for the Thai people. 
Also, such a war would be a war resulting only from the 
politics of the “great powers.” 


This second line of thought is opposed to seizing the 
opportunity as the extreme right and left wing groups want to 
do in the present situation. 


News sources within the government have indicated that 
Ceneral Prem Tinsulanon, the prime minister, has linked both 
lines of thought in the army by relying on the truth in the 
first line of thought and linking this to the political path 
of the second group.

_Text Question: In your view, what will the future of the 
Thai economy be Like and for what reasons? 


Answe + The economy will get worse. The support for this 
view 19 as follows: 


in 1980-1981, the Thai economy will encounter severe economic 
storm on four fronts: first, the problems concerning the 
balance of tradeand the balance of payments; second, the 
oneray crisis; third, the price of goods; and fourth, the 
income gap. 


On the first front, the balance of trade deficit is increasing 
and will reach 60 to 70 billion baht. When this is compared 
with the national income, (it can be seen) that this is more 
than 10 percent higher than the national » This rate 

is considered to be a dangerous rate. As for the balance of 
payments, even though the tendency is for little increase, 
you must understand that the reason it is not increasing is 
not because we have found other sources of income to 
compensate but because we have borrowed money. In the future, 
our debts will increase even more. This year and next year, 
our payments, including both principal and interest, will 
reach 14 to 15 billion baht per year and in the next 4 to 5 
years, our debt payments will total approximately 40 to 50 
billion bah. per year. And the people who will have to shoulder 
this debt will be each person in the country.

On the seeond front, the energy crisis, we will continue to 
face an energy crisis even though we have hopes of obtaining 
(natural) gas in 1981 and using the gas to lighten the energy 
problem somewhat, But the oil crisis will continue to have a 
qreat effect on Thailand's economic system, both on business 
and, importantly, on our balance of trade position. The value 
of the oil imported will amount to 40 percent of the value of 
all ports, 


On the third front, the price of goods will continue to 

rise for two important reasons: the high price of oil and the 
problem of monopolies. Thus, during this year and next year, 
the price of goods will increase at an average rate of 15 to 
20 percent per year. 


On the fourth front, the income gap, I feel that from now on, 
if we do not correct the programs to build up production and 
trade, monopolization will become even more severe and there 
will be even more opportunities for the monopolies to raise 
the price of goods. At the same time, if we do not quickly 
change tax structure, such as the inheritance and property 
taxes, the gap between the poor and the rich will grow even 
wider and there will be even greater differences in the 
incomes of the people in society. 


Question: What do you think can be done to solve the problem 
of the living conditions of the people in the future? 


Answer: The people are Thais who live in Thailand. Thus, the 
national economic problems cannot be separated from the 
problem of the living conditions of the people. To solve this 
problem of the people, the problem must be tackled on two 
levels: the national level (and the people's level). Solving 
the problem at the national level means solving the balance 
of trade problem, developing alternate sources of energy, 
destroying the monopoly structure and using the tax system to 
reduce the income gap of the people. Reducing the ba! ance of 
payments deficit and keeping the currency for use in the 
country will give the Thai people a greater chance to use 
their money. Leveloping alternate sources of energy will 
eliminate the necessity of having to purchase excessive 
amounts of oil from foreign countries, keep energy investments 
from becoming too large and help stabilize the price of goods. 
aenoerens the monopoly structure will eliminate the problem 
of expensive goods and reduce the income gap between the 
people in general and the investors. Using a differential tax 
system means using taxes as a tool to collect greater amounts 
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of taxes from the rieh and using this money to arrange social 
services to help the poor and this is one solution to the 
problem of the people's living conditions. 


\t the people's level, new views and values that are opposed 
to a preference for luxury must be created. Big cars, 
expensive clothes and expensive food at restaurants and bars 

» things that are too extravagent. also, the people must 
give attention to improving and developing their own occupa- 
tions. For example, the people must find ways to increase 
their vice ylelds and the yields of other crops. They must 
be more diligent in their work. They must try to find ways to 
emaace in @ greater number of occupations. As for these two 
levels, I do not think that the problems at the national 
level have been solved, As for those at the people's level, 
most people are trying as much as possible to solve the 
problems. lNowever, at the national level, we only “come upon 
thine. we were not looking for"; people only want power but 
they cannot solve any of the problems, 


Juestion: What course will the labor problem take and for 
what reasons? 


Answer: The labor problem is becoming more and more acute. 
The things that have aggravated the problem are the economy 
and politics. The historical development has been that when 
the economic system has developed to the point of capitalism, 
the usual thing has been for the number of laborers to 
increase, Laborers are inseparable from the capitalist system. 
When they have increased in number, the labor organizations 
usually become stronger and develop to the point where they 
become shadows. Conflicts between the laborers and the 
eapitalists are normal. But the dangerous problem is how the 
people with administrative power solve these conflicts. If 
the capitalists and the administrators consider solving the 
problems by destroying the laborers and use methods to destroy 
all forms to the point where the laborers cannot protect 
themselves openly, the phenomenon that has happened in several 
other countries may happen in Thailand -- the phenomenon that 
took place in the | oviet Union during the period of the Czar, 
in Iran during the period of the Shaw and in Nicaragua during 
and cipitalists try to settle things by compromising, the 
laborers will develop and have a secure system of labor unions 
as in the United States, Japan, Western Europe and the 
,candinavian countries. 


That part of the political problem that concerns the fight 
for political power between the people of various groups is 














a very congevous problem, The fact is that the laborers rely 
on 4 certain group, or some groups of people with power try 
to present themselves as the protectors of some labor groups 

in order to show that these labor groups can rely on them, 
From this, they try to force these labor groups to oppose 
and destroy the other lapor groups. This becoming a very 
serious problem and it is a problem that is growing in a way 
that is destructive to the labor movement. Some labor groups 
may be destroyed or, if not, they may be forced to fight 
using other means than labor unions.

Allowed to Mine Tin In the Sea? This Is a Question That Needs 
to Be Answered" | 


_Text | At a cabinet meeting, at the suggestion of the Ministry 
of Industry, a resolution was passed on 9 June. 


It stipulated that the percentage of shares that can be held 
by foreian mining companies that have been given concessions, 
or that have had their concessions extended, to conduct mining 
operations in the sea is 30 percent. Seventy percent of the 
shares must be held by Thais and the companies must register 
aS a legal entity in Thailand. 


As for the actual tin mining situation at present, especially 
in the south, it is believed that tin deposits on land will 
progressively diminish until the point where it will not be 
possible to cover the cost of opening mines on land. 


As for the existing tin deposits in the sea, besides the 

areas that the government has given permission to the boats of 
private Thai | companies] to enter and mine, almost all of the 
remaining areas are areas where foreign companies have sea 
minina concessions. 


These various foreign ship mining companies have had sea 
mining concessions for almost 70 to 80 years now. Notably, 
there is the Thungkha Harbor Company (it was originally an 
English company but now the major shareholder is the Bernard 
Organization, a Malaysian state mining enterprise), which is 
the foreign mining company that built the first mining ship in 
Thailand . 





Their concessions to conduct sea mining operations expired at 
the end of last year. 


They are making a great effort to find an influential person 
in order to extend their concessions another 25 years. They 
are also trying to attract some powerful sectors at a high 
level to participate as shareholders and file new 
registrations. Such sectors include the Royal Assets Office 
and the Thai Commerce Bank, for example. 





These foreign ship mining companies hold mining concessions to 
tens of thousands of rai. For example, the Thungkha Harbor 
Company holds mining concessions to almost 20,000 rai. 
Considered from the standpoint of the work capacity of 

the mining ships, in 25 years, one ship can mine the ore in 

an area not larger than 4,000 rai. The stipulated regulations 
give a concession for a period of 25 years. The fact that this 
company has 20,000 rai is the same as say that this 

company intends to monopolize mining operations in the sea 

in the areamentioned for 125 years. There is probably no other 
country besides Thailand that allows foreign companies to 
monopolize its national resources for such a long period. 


It is not only the Thungkha Harbor Company that has a moriopoly 
on a very large mining concession area. Other ship mining 
companies such as the Kham Tin Gulf Company (now the Thai 

Kham Gulf Company), the Stern Khinta Company andthe Kammun 
Thingtin Company have also monopolized large mining 

concession areas, 


Another fact that should not be overlooked is that these 
companies are all part of a mining organization that is a 
state enterprise of the Malaysian government. I think Thailand 
is the only country that allows a state enterprise of a 
foreign country to control its natural resources. 


In the past,giving foreign companies permission to mine tin 
in Thai waters may have been explained by saying that the 
Thais did not have technical knowledge concerning sea mining 
operations and, therefore, they had to rely on foreign 
companies to come in and develop the natural resources in the 
sea in order to make beneficial use of them. 


It is also claimed that sea mining requires rather large 
amounts Of capital. In particular, the cost of exploratory 
boring in the sea is much higher than exploratory boring on 
land and it is more risky. The Department of Mineral Resources 
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has, therefore, given foreign companies permission to invest 
in exploratory boring and this is likely to make it obligated 
to aive these companies permission to also mine the tin if it 
turns out that the area explored is rich enough in tin to 
warrant making investments. 


Thi claim is the reason why almost all of Thailand's mining 
concession areas in the sea are presently in the hands of 
foreiqn companies. 


One person once asked: After these foreign companies have 
finished their explorations of the mineral deposits in the 
sea, the requlations of the Department of Mineral Resources 
stipulate that the companies must give the department a copy 
f the survey map showing where the mineral deposits are 
located, It would be in the interests of the Thai government 
to invest in sea tin mining itself after the mining 
concessions of the foreign companies have expired, 


why, therefore, do we have to repeatedly keep extending the 
mining concessions? 


Concerning this matter, based on the estimates of experts in 
the Mining Technology Division, Department of Mineral 
Resources, it appears that the copies of the survey maps of 
the sea mineral deposits that the foreign companies give to 
the Department of Mineral Resources are not accurate. 


The original maps that are accurate are kept by the companies. 


As for the copies made for the government, they are made only 
in order to create the conditions necessary so the Thai 
qovernment will give these companies the mining concessions, 
If theThai government carried on mining operations itself 
following the maps mentioned above, it would just lose money. 


By making such changes | in the maps |, These foreign ship 
minina companies have had their mining concessions extended 
time after time. Relying on these mineral deposit survey maps 
that they have kept secret, these companies have been able to 
use them in order to bargain with the Thai government and 
ferce it to give only these companies a monopoly on sea 
mining operations. it seems that the natural resources that 
belona to all the Thai people are being kept only for foreign 
companies. 


Somethina even stranger is that even though the sectors in the 
Thai government that are responsible for protecting the 
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interests of the country, for example the State Sea Mining 
Enterprise Organization (S.S.M.E.0.) and the Department of 
Mineral Resources, are fully aware of how they have been 
tricked by the foreign companies in grabbing the benefits of 
the country, they sit back passively as if they do not know 
what is happening and allow this to continue without trying 
to find a way to solve the pro»>len. 


What is even worse, sometimes these sectors are the ones that 
put pressure on the government to give permission to extend 
the expired mining concessions of these foreign companies. 


It can be suspected that the people who call on the government 
to extend the mining concessions of these foreign mining 
companies have joined with these companies and are making 
profits too since they want the country’s resources to fall 
into the hands of foreign companies. 


In particular, the Sea Mining Organization (S.S.M.E.0.) has 
had a sea mining ship built fn singapere at a cost of 400 
million baht and the subcommittee responsible for the ship, 
which is headed by Police Major General Chak Laksanabunsong, 
will travel to inspect and take possession of this mining 
ship next month, 


If such an expensive mining ship is to come to Thailand, it 

is also doubtful that there are still enough tin deposits left 
in the sea for this ship of the Sea Mining Organization to 
mine to recover the cost of building it. 


And another matter that should be followed closely is that 
rumors in the Sea Mining Organization say that the budget 
established for building this mining ship was originally 
only 200 million baht. 


But since the total cost has reached 400 million baht, which 
is double the original amount of money budgeted for this, it 
would also be very strange if the government believes that 
this is a normal matter in the operations of a state 
enterprise, 


Because, this is the first time I have heard that it costs 
400 million baht to build one sea mining ship. 
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
